This is a terrifying novel of life in Communist Rus- 


sia, written by a man who 


knows it well. The mind of 


the western reader is flogged to a state of disgust and 
dismay by the constantly repeated pattern of sadistic 
bullying by petty bureaucratic tyrants, and their own 
terrified grovelings before their superiors.
